Representative Jimmy 
Holley called a press con- 
ference Tuesday morning at 


the Farm Center in New Bro- 


ckton to assess the regular 


session of the Legislature just 
completed and to answer 
questions from the news 


media. 
Attending the conference 


were The Elba Clipper; The 


Daily Ledger of Enterprise; 


WIRB and WKMX, both radio 


stations in Enterprise 
Holley first discussed the 


three local bills that passed 
and became law. FIRST was a 
bill allowing fishing witn bas- 


kets in Pea River for non 
game fish. This allows the 


baskets with license and tags 


on the baskets. SECOND was 


an increase in the expense 
allowance of the Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney. THIRD wasa 


bill to repeal a bill passed 
in the last session. It per- 
tained to newspapers and was 
passed the first time to help 
a newspaper in Enterprise 
which is no longer in exist- 
ance to publish legal notices. 
No county newspapers fall in 
that catagory at this time. 
Holley repealed this bill at 
the request of The Elba Clip- 
per and The Daily Ledger. 
Holley next discussed local 
bills he introduced, passed in 
the House but which died in 
the Senate. FIRST was the 
bill allowing the people to 
vote on the courthouse issue 
(building two new courthouses) 
SECOND was the much discus- 
sed bill to change the method 
of selecting the Superintendent 
of Education from appointed 
to elective. This was an 
elective office until about 4 
years ago. In answer to 
questions about reintroducing 
the bill Holley said,‘'I have 
no plans for the bill one way 
or the other at this time’”’ 
THIRD was the salary bill to 
place the Probate Judge, Tax 
Collector, Tax Accessor, and 
Circuit Clerk on salary. Hol- 
ley explained he was going 
to reintroduce this bill as a 
‘population bill’’ in the spec- 
ial session. This is because 
he doesn’t have time toadver- 
tise a local bill again. He said 
he had worked out a comp- 
romise between Senator 
Foshee and Senator Perry 
The salary for the Probate 
Judge will start at $23.000, 
half way between what the two 
Senators had compromised to 
during the last session. The 
Judge would get a $500 a year 
raise for four years, bringing 


the salary up’ to a total of 
$25,000. Holley said all four 
of the current office holders 
were in agreement on this bill 
and he felt we had operated 
with a fee system entirely too 
long. He said the rush was 
to allow people running for 
office next spring to know 
what they would be making if 
they took the office. 

“FOURTH was a companion 
bill to allow the county to pay 
the clerks in these four of- 
fices. Currently the office 
holder pays most ofthe clerks 
from his fees 

Holley was bordering on 
criticism of Senator Foshee 
and/or Senator Perry whenhe 
discussed the last two bills 
that failed in the Senate. He 
said with a smile that the 
“fiotly contested”’ bill to re 
name East Davis Street in 
Elba as Cornelia Wallace Dri- 
ve failed in the Senate. The 
bill had been introduced at 
the request of the Elba City 
Council. The other bill was 
one correcting anoversight by 
a previous Legislature. It was 
a population bill introduced 
in the 1°51 legislature toallow 
Coffee County to have two 
coroners. The bill should ha» 
been updated after the tast 
census but was not. Coffee 
County is still paying two cor 
oners but Holley just wanted 
to make it legal. Again he 
remarked about the hotly 
contested"’ bill when he said 
it died in the Senate

Holley Again To Introduce 
Courthouse Salary Bill 


First wa the $400,000 ap- 
propriation to the. large rec 
reation lake to be built on

acre SECOND was the ap- 
propriation of money for a 

new National Guard Armory 
in Enterprise and additional 
money for one in Elba. Some 
money was appropriated for 
new construction in Elba 
during the term of former 
Representative Drexel Cook 
but inflation had more than 
doubled the price tag. LAST 
he explained a conditional ap- 
propriation to the Pea River 
Historical Society of $25,000 
for historical preservation. 

Representative Holley said 
that in his opinionthe governor 
does not have the authority 
to appropriate education mo- 
ney. He said the constitution 
delegates that authority to the 
legislature 

Holley was asked about 
the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Joel Folmar concer- 
hing a change in the unit 
system. Holley said he didn’t 
think the bill would be re- 
introduced. Holley added a 
statement he made during the 
political campaign, ‘I will 
not introduce any legislation 
altering the unit system.”’ 

He closed the conference 
with a statement supporting 
five straight days for the spe- 
cial session next week. Holley 
said everyone knows what is 
in the education budget that 
the House passed and it can 
be compromised and passed in 
five days, rather than going 
on Tuesday and Thursday each 
week

The following is a copy of 
the letter that I sent toSenator 
Crum Foshee of Red Level, Al 

“IT am writing to tell you 
that during the time that you 
ran for Senator, I voted for 
and supported you; however, 
I have recently learned that 
you rejected and did not 
Support several bills that were 
introduced by Representative 
Holley which would have been 
beneficial to Coffee County 
These were bills that Coffee 
County needed and wanted 
This letter is just to let you 
know that I voted for and 
helped get Mr. Holley elected 
because he introduced bills 
that would have helped Coffee 
County. I also believe that the 
bills would have been passed 


if it had not been for you 
rejecting them or not doing 
anything 


Senator Foshee, I just wan 
ted to let you know that if 
you can't help Coffee County 
to please not hinder us -- 
further, you have gotten the 
last vote from the Parrish 
family in Coffee County that 
you can ever expect to get 
Just don't waste your time 
Campaigning around my neck 
of the woods again. I'll vote 
for someone who stands on 
their promises. I’.. also work 
just as hard as I possibly can 
in getting all of my firends 
not to support you. Please 
get with the program to sup- 
port Coffee County or come 
right out and say you are 
against Coffee ,County-don’t 
hide behind doors. I read the 
newspapers and watch tele- 
vision and know mostly what 
you do or do not do in support 
of bills introduced for Coffee 
County.’ 


I would like to address the 
governing body of Coffee 
County which would include the 
County Commissioners, Pro- 
bate Judge, the Super- 
intendent and the Board of 
Education and to any others 
who hold a political office 
in Coffee County: All that 
we get from the State Capitol 
and politicians is filibustering 
and promises which seems to 
be filtering down tothe County 
government and it seems to 
be affecting the Probate Judge 
and the County Commis- 
sioners. So far, Mr. Baker, I 
have heard no quarrel with 
you, but I do honestly believe 
that the Superintendent should 
be on an elected basis. I’m 
not saying that Mr. Baker 
wouldn't be as good as anyone 
else, but I do believe he should 
be elected instead of being 
appointed 


I notice that the County 
has new trucks and new buses. 
Two months prior to my dia- 
ability and leaving this job, I 
went before the County Board 
and asked that the School Bus 
Shop and maintenance people 
be given a raise in Salary; 
however, the Board said that 
they had no money to grant 
anyone a raise. Two of the 
top mechanics did receive a 
315.00 a month raise: how- 
ever, I did not receive a raise 
nor did any of the other mech- 
anics Or maintenance people 
receive a raise. Two months 
later I had to retire due to 
my health and it seems that 
during those two months the 
Board found a lot of money - 
because they started my re- 
placement off with $200.00 a 
month morethan! was making, 
and since that time everyone 
else has also gotten raises 
At the time I worked for the 
County, Elba furnished their 
own buses and Enterprise fur- 
nished their own buses but 
these have now been cut in 
half. They had no money to 
buy new vehicles but now 
they have bought new buses 
and new trucks and are now 
Operating half as many vehi- 
cles as they were operating 
when I was there. They now 
talk about what a good job 
they're doing and I'm sure 
that anyone can do a better 
job by taking half the buses 
off the road and getting more 
money. I would like to know 
if the County Board is resp- 
onsible for this or if some- 
one else is. I’m sure the 
County Board didn’t grow that 
money Overnight. I have no il! 
feeling toward anyone but it 
seems that somewhere down 
the line it seems like some- 
one has been asleep and if the 
Superintendent is not resp- 
onsible to the people I would 
like for the County Board to 
remember that eventually it 
iS going to come ‘wash day”™’ 
for them 


The County Commissi- 
oners and the Probate Judge 
have been moved into a unit 
System and instead of a Com- 
missioner looking after his 
district-- they have an engi- 
heer, a superintendent and a 
foreman and still we're not 
getting any roads fixed or any 
Rew ones built. I can’t even 
get a load of dirt put in the 
driveway of a church. The 
Probate Judge told me to see 
the Commissioners and the

commissioners say to see the 
Probate Judge. I just want to 
know who to see!! The Com- 
missioners say they have no 
power over it and the Judge 
Suys they're just using that 
for an excuse!! I haven't seen 
any County equipment up in 
my neck of the woods since 
it went into the unit system 
It seems like all of the rep- 
resentation we have got from 
the County Seat to Washington 
D.C. is Representative Holley 
in the State Capitol and Senator 
Allen in Washington. Allofthe 
others don't seem to know or 
care what is going on. I ask 
muself, ‘‘Can this be what we 
elected these officials for?’’ 
I notice that they're all riding 
new cars and trucks up and 
down the road but I don't see 
any machinery out working. 
Everyone you ask about it 
tells you that you have to see 
the engineer. Since we've been 
under the unit system, I, for 
one, haven't seen any engi- 
neer. I haven't seen anyone 
actually out working. I will 
Say the same thing to these 
people that I have said to 
Mr. Foshee, ‘‘to either do 
something for Coffee County 
or come right out and say 
you're not going to do any- 
thing 

l am strictly for one court- 
house and don't care where it’s’ 
located. When you go to buy 
tags the parking spaces are 
full and you have to pay a 
parking meter. I would rather 
see the courthouse sitting out 
in the middle of a twenty 
acre field so that everyone 
would have access to it and 
it would “probably take less 
people to operate it 

In closing, I would like to 
Say that it seems like every- 
one has an assistant and the 
assistants have assistants and 
I would truly like to know who 
the governing body of the 
County really is. 1 will say 
once again to the Commis- 
Sioners and the Probate Judge 
that one day will come that 
will be ‘‘cleanup’’ day, and I 
Sincerely hope that it won’t 
be long 

I have no ill feelings tow- 
ard anyone but I just wanted 
to let everyone know how I 
feel.

We are seeing a big change 
in these times. It is happening 
right under our nose. Because 
I have been involved for so 
long that I have lost track of 
Ume,! can see it for myself 
as each new day comes 

In those olden days, you 
could walk down to the Ex 
change Hotel or the Whitley 
Hotel or the Jefferson Davis 
Hotel in Montgomery and find 
nests of politicians at any hour 
of the day or night. They were 
politicking, chewing the fat 
over what had happened and 
what was goine to happen. 
and they usually were the best 
informed people about state 
politics that you could find 

Those were the days of 
Bud Boswell, the Geneva po- 
litical genius who had an 
organization in his home cou- 
ntry that could deliver the 
votes, and Marshall Johnson, 
the Selma politician who had 
so much influence inthe Dixon 
and Sparks administration, 
and a hundred others like 
them. 

Government was closer to 
people in those days. You got 
a more complete look at what 
was happening. Today state 
government has computers 
and you can sense the com- 
puter influence in politics its- 
self. You have to hunt to find 
a nest of politicians talking 
about politics. I am not talk- 
ing about legislators or office 
holders but the outside fringe 
of people who always were 
around in those olden days. 
Most of those individuals have 
died. 

They had a code of honor 
among themselves. Although 
they might be ‘‘agin’’’ you, 
they were still men of their 
word. If they said they were 
“agin’’’ you, they were 
“‘agin’’’ you and if they said 
they were ‘‘fer’’ you, they 
were ‘‘fer’’ you. 

I learned my first lesson 
in politics from some ofthese 
people. One oldtimer, now long 
gone, told me that if you are 
running for office and some- 
body tells you he is going to 
vote for you, you can’t 
believe a word of it. But you 
can believe one person when 
you are running for office. 
If he tells you he is against 
you, he is against you, you 
can believe every word of it.

The great political writer 
in those days was Atticus 
Mullin,- a staff writer for The 
Montgomery Advertiser. He 
was the king of the Fourth 
Estate for a score of years. 
He had savvy in his writings 
and he carried a big stick on 
Goat Hill. 

In fact, some folks thought 
of Atticus as a ‘‘king maker”’ 
and in a lot of ways he was 
just that. Atticus had one leg. 
He tcld a thousand yarns about 
how he lost the other leg. No- 
body seemed to know thetruth. 
He was much like Babe Ruth, 
the great baseball player, who 
never quite knew where he was 
born or when, especially when 
he was talking to the press 

Atticus’ peg leg was fam- 
ous all over the state. But 
nobody, and I mean nobody, 
ever called him ‘“‘peg’’ or 
made reference to the leg. 

His column, ‘‘The Passing 
Throng’, carried enough 
weight in those days before 
TV, and when radio was still

He locked his chair 
to the desk with the chain and 
lock and dared any young re- 
porter to tamper withit again. 
Nobody did.

Those were beautiful days 
when Grover Hall Sr. was 
editor of The Advertiser and 
C.M. Stanley was editor ofthe 
Alabama Journal andthe great 
Hugh Sparrow was on the pol- 
itical scene for the Birmin- 
gham News and Grover Hall, 
Jr., was writing a column 
called ‘‘Hallmarks’’. 

When I think of political 
figures in the state, my mind 
always goes to Ed Reid, exe- 
cutive director ofthe Alabama 
League of Municipalaties, for 
SO many years. 

His picture hangs on the, 
walls of the Sahara Restaurant 
in Montgomery and one of our 
trade schools and community 
colleges is named in his honor. 
Ed had so very muchtodo with 
politics in our state and he was 
always honest, straight-for- 
ward and brilliant in his acts. 
He knew everybody and every- 
body knew him. People went 
to see him brfore they decided 
to run for office. é 

The clusters of political 
people cannot be found in 
Montgomery today. You see 
lobbyists with legislators and 
you see reporters at the Cap- 
itol but it is a far different 
day. 
1 learned long ago another 
lesson. Montgomery is a pol- 
itical pot. You hear politics 
here day be day because it 
is the State Capitol. But as 
you move around the state, 
you don’t run into this big 
interest in politics. Rather 
interest is more local about 
things removed from politics. 
This always fools some poli- 
ticians. 

You don’t find politics get- 
ting ‘‘down home’’ until you 
have a crisis in state govern- 
ment. And then every city and 
town in the state sounds like 
Montgomery on politics and 
the outlying areas are steamed 
up but good. That's when things 
change. 

I miss the old politics and 
the old politicians. The new 
politics is more in the media 
and especially on TV. But 
in my mind's eye, I can see 
those wonderful people of 
yester - year, people like 
Hubert Baughn, his cigarette 
dangling, and Bill Beck, the 
outstanding Masonic leader, 
and Mittie Miller, the queen 
of the Legislature, and so 
many, many others whom 
everybody loved. 

Thomas Wolfe wrote a book 
that said ‘‘you can’t go home 
again’’ and I guess life, its- 
Self, is that way. 

Knowing that great era and 
those great people...well, that 
was home to me. But, honey, 
it is gone forever.

The year’s suspension of 
these sections, which, +evi- 
dently, have caused many of 
the frustrations with respect 
to RESPA, will give the Com- 
mittee and the Congress an 
opportunity to think through 
and work out a more accept- 
able substitute to all con- 
cerned. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
My utility bills keep going up 
every month. It is getting to 
where I can hardly live on 
the little retirement check I 
receive. Please see to it that 
the TVA is investigated for 
its price increases. 
SPARKMAN: Ishare your con- 
cern about the rising cost of 
energy. I have been informed 
that much of the recent incre- 
ase in your bills is a result 
of conversion to coal because 
of damage to the Brown’s 
Ferry Nuclear Power Plant. 
You will be pleased to know 
that the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability has been re- 
quested to investigate coal 
pricing as it affects the TVA 
area. I hope this study will 
give us some insight for deal- 
ing with this problem. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I oppose giving federal sub- 
sidies to New York City. What 
is your opinion? 
SPARKMAN: Although the 
Senate Committee on Banking, 
Housing and Urban Affairs and 
the House Banking Committee 
are considering legislation 
dealing with the New York 
Situation, no specific prolosal 
has yet been submitted to the 
Senate or to the House of 
Representatives. I donot think 
that any direct cash subsidy 
to New York City would solve 
the City’s long-term budget 
problems. Instead, these pro- 
blems must be solved by the 
responsible handling of the 
City’s funds.

But we 
doubt that it has. 

Already Montgomery Co- 
unty is backing into bank- 
ruptcy, the Legislature, in its 
blind, vote-getting generosity, 
has mortgaged our future be- 
yond our means, and Congress 
is Sure to put its gouty foot 
down on President Ford’s plan 
to decrease federal spending 
and cut taxes.

UNSAFE CANNED VEGE- 
TABLES 


Do you have home canned 
vegetables that youaren’t sure 
are safe to eat? The reason 
could be because you might 
not have used the proper can- 
ning meth If you do, let 
the vegetables come to a 
boil and then cover with a 
lid and boil the food 
vigorously for 15-20 minutes 
before tasting. Boiling will 
destroy the deadly toxin ana 
make the food safe 

But if there’s any sign of 
spoilage, a bad odor or the 
vegetable foams when heated, 
don’t taste at all. Instead, 
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destroy the fuud so that chil- 
dren and pets won't find it 


STRING MOPS 

Clean string mops do a 
better job than dirty ones 
Prepare your mop for wash- 
ing by shaking out loose soil, 
out-of-doors and away from 
the house. Or cover with a 
large paper bag, tie the open 
end and shake. 

Remove the mop head from 
the handle and machine wash 
it along with other heavily- 
soiled items such as cleaning 
cloths. Then machine dry or 
hang on the line. 

Squeeze warm sudsy water 
through the mop, if washing 
by hand. Rinse the mop and 
repeat as often as needed, 
using a fresh suds solution 
each time. Rinse, wring out 
excess water and hang out 
to dry

COMPOST PILE 


Making a compost pile is 
inexpensive and a simple way 
to return organic matter to 
your garden soil.

It increases 
the nutrient content of the 
Soil, improves the water hol- 
ding capacity and aeration of 
the soil and helps keep the 
soil surface from crusting 
When used as a mulch, com- 
post helps control weeds and 
conserves the moisture 

Almost any plant material 
can be used for composting 
Leaves are probably most 
common, but you can also 
put materials such as grass 
clippings, straw and sawdust 
in your pile.

into the soil. These bacteria 
need moisture, air and food 
So, keep your compost pile 
moist, make sure it has good 
air circulation and feed it with 
a nitrogen fertilizer 


Don't make your pile 
too wide. Air will penetrate 
about 2 feet from all dir- 


ections, so adiameter of about 
4 feet is a good size. Startthe 
pile by spreading leaves and 
other matter about 6 to 8 

inches thick in an enclosed 
area. Shredding or grinding 
the material is a good idea 
Since it speeds up the decay 
process, reduces bulk of the 
material, allows better aer 

ation, helps the wetting of the 
pile and exposes a greater 

Surface area to attack by org 

anisms. Spread soil about one 
inch thick over layers of plant 
material or use acommercial 
tablet to supply micro 

organisms necessary for it to 
decompose. Then apply about 
2 cups of a complete ferti- 
lizer. Next, spread another 
layer of plant material, soil 
and fertilizer on top. Repeat 
until the pile is 4 to 5 feet 
high

Iam 
convinced that out in the 
future, and noone knows when, 
that prices will improve and 
the beef cattle business will be 
profitable for several years. 
This coming year might be an 
excellent time to soil test and 
get pastures back in shape to 
provide a lot of good feed for 
profitable beef cattle oper- 
ations. Yes, I definitely think 
we are going to have some good 
years ahead of us in Coffee 
County in the beef cattle busi- 
ness.

SOIL TESTING 

Soil testing is more imp- 
ortant this year thaninalmost 
any previous year. Now that we 
are through with the peanut 
harvest is an excellent timeto 
begin soil testing for the new 
crop year. We recommend that 
where corn will be planted in 
1976 followed by peanuts in 
1977,. that you state this on 
your soil test form. The lab- 
oratory will send recommen- 
dations for fertilizing the corn 
crop in 1976 and the peanuts in 
1977. -Usually, they will re- 
commend that all of the fer- 
tilizer for both yars be 
applied to the corn crop inthe 
spring of 1976. 

It is just as important to 
test pasture lands, gardens, 
orchards and lawns if you want 
to get the facts and bring as 
much precision as_ possible 
into your soil fertility pro- 
gram.

early history of Israel and 
porclaiming Jesus as the iong 
sought Messiah. He would up 
the sermon by saying ‘*Behold 
I see the heavens opened, and 
the son of man standing at 
the right hand of God 
This was all the strength 
the officials needed to charge 
him with blasphemy. So they 
drug him outside the city and 
stoned him to death, making 
him the first Christian 
martyr. But there are several 
things about this martyrdom 
we need to remember 
First, we see that Stephen 
followed Jesus the way 
He did not shrink back or 
‘even show surprise when his 
discipleship cost him his life 
We emphasize the glorious 
»romises of the Bible. and 
well we should, for it is full 
of them But we make a mis- 
take afywe consider Christi- 
anity only something to make 
us healthy. wealthy, and wise 
Jesus promised one thing we 
often overlook. He promised 
his disciples if they followed 
him they must be ready to 
drink of the cup of suffering 
of which he drank. Some has 
pointed out three character- 
istics of New Testament Chr- 
istians. They were abundantly 
happy. absolutely fearless, 
and almost constantly in tro- 
uble. Instead of destroying the 
church, persecution fanned the 
flame and made it grow mere 
rapidly. Stephen was commit 
ted to such a Way 
that he would not shirk his 
responsibility. even when the 
road led to his death 
As a result of his martyr 
dom, Stephen seems to have 
lost. There is always some 
thing tragic about death, even 
when it is the climax of a 
long life and a lingering ill- 
ness. But death 
paralyzing shock when one is 
suddenly extinguished in the

full bloom of manhood. And the 
loss is even greater if the 
person has shown extraordi- 
hary promise and ability, One 
of the most tragic things about 
war is that it is not fough 
by the elderiv arth nitin 
who declare war, but by the 
young and physically, mental 
ly, and morally fit. We send 
our best and most promising 
men to be cannon fodder. And 
when Stephen died, surely 
Christianity lost a great 
leader. With his keen mind and 
availability to the Holy Spirit, 
he might have written letters 
which rival the letters of Paul 
He might have struck off in 
another direction and won 
great new areas to Christi- 
anity. But one bried moment of 
hurling stones wrote ‘‘finis’ 
to this noteworthy life 

But Stephen found a way of 
escape. At the close of his 
sermon he had seen the 
heavens open and Jesus was 
standing at the right hand of 
God. The despair of human 
life becomes unbearable when 
there is no way out. The mili- 
tary expert tries to leave a 
way of retreat in any battle 
Good businessmen will not 
risk everything on one invest- 
ment. And God has always 
riven his people a way out 
When they stood at the Red 
Sea with the Egyptians in hot 
pursuit, God parted the Sea 
that they might walk across 
And the way of escape was 
open for Stephen. As he died 
he looked up again to see the 
vision of Jesus in the Heav- 
ens, and cried for Jesus to 
receive his spirit. This prayer 
was answered, and his escape 
was upward. He went to re- 
his crown of life, and 
his eternal dwelling with the 
Father. Death is never ulti- 
mate defeat for the child of 
God. As Paul-said, “To live 
is Christ, and to die is gain."” 

Finally, we see in this 
martrydom the triumph of for- 
giveness. His last words were 
not the cry to be received in 
heaven, but a plee for divine 
forgiveness for the misguided 
religious leaders who put him 
to death. And there was aman 
there who held the coats of 
exocutioners and con- 
sented to His name 
was Saul, and he went out to 
Christians But 
something soon happened to 
Saul. As he journeyed to Dam- 
ascus to find and persecute 
Christians, he too saw a vision 
in heaven. The novel. The Ap- 
ostle, suggests that what Paul 
Saw in the brilliant light that
